In closing this report, the overseers would say that we adopted — 
the plan of apprising the property at the farm at or near its cash © 
value, which with the decline in prices, at the present time, re- © 
duces the amount of apprisal from last year $464 80. Still we — 
believe there is more value in the farm now than the year pre- — 
vious. There has been a large quantity of mud dug from the farm 
the past year, which will be found valuable for present or future use. — 
These things should be taken into account in estimating the cost ~ 
of supporting the paupers on the farm. It will be perceived that — 
bills to the amount of $95 42 contracted for the benefit of the © 
farm in 1860, have been presented and paid the present year. — 
This is not as it should be. The Superintendent should collect — 
and seasonably present for allowance all bills contracted_during — 
the year, that each year may bear its expenses.
